Losses From Selling Cotton in Seed 
The selling of cotton in the seed 
results in several disadvantages 
to 
the producer, due to the fact that it 
is subject to several uncertain factors. 
It is impossible for the producer, buy­ 
er or ginner fto determine accurate­ 
ly the grade or percentage 
of lint, 
«eed and trash in seed cotton. 
The 
buyer, in order to stay 
in business 
must make a profit, and in order to 
do this he must necessarily play safe 
when buying coton in the seed, since 
lie cannot tell the grade or the per­ 
centage of trash, lint and seed before 
the cotton is ginned, 
he 
therefore 
does not pay beyond a certain limit 
for any of the cotton and this limit is 
usualy fixed by the poorest load ol 
cotton brought in. 
As a result the 
man who brings 
in a fairly clean, 
white load receives practically 
the 
same as the man who brings in an in­ 
ferior bale. 
Were the cotton ginned 
the man with the clean 
bale would 
have much better sample and conse­ 
quently could sell his cotton for con­ 
siderable more than the man with the 
inferior bale. 
Many farmers often 
think 
that 
they are getting the best of the buy­ 
er when they sell in 
the 
seed, but 
they are entirely mistaken for 
the 
buyer who is not up on his job 
any 
l>et/ter than that, will not be buying 
very long. 
Selling in the seed also 
handers improvement in quality and 
as was the case last year, causes a 
shortage of planting seed by prevent­ 
ing the farmers from saving enough. 
The U. S. Department of Agriculture 
in Farm ers’ Bulletin No. 775 shows 
statistics taken over a series of years 
which prove 
beyond the 
slightest 
doubt that the practice of selling cot­ 
ton in the seed causes a loss which is 
borne by the farm ers alone.

DEEPEST TRENCH IN OCEAN 
LOADED 
WITH 
GRAIN 
FOUND OFF JAPANESE COAST 


St. Louis, 
September 
30.—Three 
United States 
Government 
barges, 
under lease to Edward F. Goltra, lay 
yesterday 
at 
the 
Missouri Pacific 
grain elevator, at Primm street, Car- 
ondelet, where they were loaded with 
grain Monday. 
Their 
load, 166,500 
bushels, or about ’»000 tons, is said 
to be the biggest day’s loading 
ever 
done at a locai «levator. 
Goltra said that other barges were 
to be loaded with grain, and that the 
towboat Illinois would be ready 
to­ 
day to move the cargo to New’ 
Or­ 
leans. 
The towboat Iowa, he said, 
will 
be 
ready 
within the next few 
days. 
He said some of the barges, 
recently in use by the 
Government, 
were not in good condition, but that 
he expected to fulfill the conditions 
prescribed by Federal 
Judge Faris, 
at the time when the equipment was 
awarded to Goltra three weeks ago. 
Judge Faris, September 9, said that 
unless two of the four towboats leas­ 
ed to Goltra, and 14 of the 19 barges, 
were 
in 
service 
by October 1, he 
would consider appointment of a re­ 
ceiver to put the equipment in use. 
Low water in the Mississippi, be­ 
tween St. Louis and Cairo, may cause 
some of the barges to be taken 
to 
Cairo for loading. 
Goltra said. 
At 
the Primm street elevator yesterday 
one of the barges of the Government 
line was being loaded with grain. It 
is an eight-compartment barge, while 
those loaded yesterday for Goltra are 
open, or single-compartment barges, 
with tarpaulins. 


Tokio, Japan, ept. I.—The lowest 
known point on the earth's crust, the 
deepest known trench in the ocean, 
lies about 145 
miles 
southeast 
of 
Tokio. 
This discovery, made recent­ 
ly by the Japanese naval survey ship 
I Manshu, has been announced by the 
navy authorities. 
The new “deep” 
measures 32,636 
feet, or more than six miles. 
It ex­ 
ceeds by 548 feet the hitherto great­ 
est known ocean depth, the famous 
»Marianne trench, which the 
United 
States naval ship Nero, in 1899, found 
32,088 feet off the east coast of the 
Island of Mindanao in the Philippines. 
The Manshu’s 
“deep” apparently 
lies at the bottom of a precipitious 
declivity descending 
sharply about 
100 
miles 
from 
the southeastern 
coast of the main island of Japan. To 
the Japanese the first interest in the 
discovery lies in the seismic possibili­ 
ties 
of 
this 
trench so near their 
coasts. 
The harpness with which tne 
ocean bed plunges a few miles 
from 
Japan is held by .scientists to be 
a 
contributing 
factor 
to 
the severe 
earthquakes which visit this part of 
the country.

Battle 
line— 180 
miles

from Paris. 
Fighting forces—A million men on 
each side. 
Casualties—Three 
hundred 
and 
fifty thousand killed and wounded. 
The first battle of the Marne. Sep­ 
tember, 1914. 
Maybe the Paris 
"taxicab 
army" 
won the first 
Battle 
of the Marne, 
fought ten w ars ago llast month, and 
maybe it didn’t. 
The answer commonly accepted to­ 
day, 
after 
the 
smoke has cleared 
away and the opposing generáis have 
published their memoirs, is that the 
spectacular taxicab trek from Paris 
to the front was only one of several 
potent elements which 
decided 
the 
outcome. 
Ten years ago, the eager and ex­ 
cited French chauffeurs who "open­ 
ed up" their dinky red motor cars as 
they p oin ted their ra d ia to r s eastward 
u-ward the battle front, believed sin­ 
cerely the winning of the war was in 
their hands. Every one of the F rench 
gendarmt s, packed like sardines, with 
rifles and kits, in the swaying ton- 
neaus, felt he was a unit of a "last 


ditch” reserve which was dashing in 
to save Paris and all France from 
black defeat. 
To 
a limited 
extent, 
they were. 
But the taxicab army alone didn t ' 
win (the 
first 
Battle 
of the Marne. | 
General Maunoury, chief "taxi mar­ 
shal", was only one of several F rench 
generals who won 
the battle. 
Foch 
may 
have 
won it on 
the I>a Gond 
marshes or Castelnau 
at 
Nancy or, 
the Grand Couronne. Maybe Joffre’s 
order for a general advance was the 
psychological trick that turned 
the 
tide. 
Possibly the tactical blunders 
of General Von Kluck and other Ger­

Paris. 
France was fighting with her "back 
to the wall". 
One English army, un­ 
der General French, was in the field 
It worked 
with General 
Maunoury 
near the western end 
of the rubber 
band.

The Teutons had been covering a.‘ 
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many as twenty-five miles a day 
in 
their onward rush. 
First, a torrent 
of shell fire, then machine guns and 
a charge, and the French fell back

French were mobilizing

rubber band south and to the west­ 
ward, they’ll have conquered France", 
a military expert said. That, in fact, 
was what the Teutons planned.

the rubber band never was 
drawn 
1 across. 
One reason it was never 
drawn 
jwas the battle or defense of Nancy, 
at the east end of the band. 
( astel- 
. nau did not collapse there as has keen 
1 confidently expected. 
The kaiser, in 
person, was Fxefore Nancy September 


j 5 , waiting to enter the town in tri­ 
umph. 
What an effect upon French 
morale such an 
entree 
wouid have 
had! 
What great news to post on the 
streets of Berlin! 
Nancy was never captured. 
Castel- 
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! nau flung back 
the eight 
German 
| corps, 320.000 men. 
He thereby put 
a spoke in the wrheel of Von Moltke, 
who had planned to rush a part 
of 
the 320,000 toward the center of the 
band to overpower Foch. 
The region about Nancy, ot the Le 
Grand Couronne, as it was named by 
the F'rench after^ the engagement, is 
the natural gate from the Rhine for­ 
est* westward into the sunny valleys 
of the Marne, Aisne and Seine. Hills 
on either side, running east and west, 
'provide barriers. 
Nancy sits in the 
center of a great natural gap eighth 
miles long, in an east and west diiee- 
tion. 
Since 366, when 
Jovin, the Roman 
Christian, sought to get into 
Gaul 
through it, this great pass has been 
stormed 
by 
invaders. 
Sometimes 
they have gone through; most of the 
times they have fallen back. 
Here, 
in 1914, history was to repeat itseli. 
On the road from Salzburg, over­ 
looked by the Amance plateau, 
the 
Germans made their main thrust to 
force passage. 
It was estimated for­ 
ty thousand shells were hurled on the 
sandy, 
rock-strewn 
plateau 
in the 
combat. 
A "giant Grayer® cheese" 
i the shell holes made it resemble af­ 
ter the combat, some one said. 
Below the surface of the plateau 
the French artillery burrowed in and 
fought it out. 
Six feet below, their 
guns were set, camouflaged, twelve 
feet lower were sleeping holes.

Nancy were 
placed at two hundred thousand kill­ 
ed and wounded. 
In some fields al­ 
most every yard of ground was rid­ 
dled by shot and shell. 
Countless 
graves 
filled with 
un­ 
known 
heores 
were 
left 
behind; 
friend and foe alike lay side by side. 
In 
one 
little 
vale 
seven hundred 
French graves lay in a space of two 
hundred yards 
long 
by fifty yards 
wide. 
A schoolhouse had not a pane 
of glass 
left 
in the windows. 
The 
blackboards were riddled 
with bul 
lets. 
Hardly a house 
had 
a roof; 
every bridge lacked a span or two, 
trees and hedges revealed seared and 
torn places, the paths of shells. 
It 
was said a mouse could not have lived 
through the half hour that razed the 
small village of La F'aisanderie. 
So much for Nancy and Le Grand 
Couronne. 
Col. 
Frederick 
Palmer, 
British leader, said that it was 
at 
Nancy that Paris was saved. 
At the west end of the rubber band, 
near Paris, Von Kluck and Von Molt­ 
ke, directing the attack, were deceiv­ 
ed into believing the main body 
of 
French troops were concentrated 
the east. 
So Von 
Kluck, 
taking 
chance, marched south and east 
Paris to unite with Von Bulow in 
center attack on the ruber band. 
This blunder was costly to the Ger­ 
mans. 
Joffre quickly 
sensed 
that 
Kluck. in moving southeast from Par­ 
is, had exposed his right flank. 
The 
F'rench general ordered the immedi­ 
ate mobilization of the fifty thousand 
troops 
being 
trained 
at Paris. 
To 
Maunoury and the taxicab drivers the 
word 
was 
given, 
"Get those fifty 
thousand men over on Von Kluck’s 
right flank at once”. 
Joffre’s famous order, which in 
a 
moment transformed the French re­ 
treat into a unifield offensive, was as 
follows: 
"It must be recalled to every man 
that now, at the opening of battle, is 
no time to 
look 
backward. 
Troops 
that can no longer advance must hold 
the ground won and sacrifice them­ 
selves on the spot rather than retreat. 
In the face of these facts there must 
be no faltering”. 
The spirit of this 
message must 
have infused all of Paris, including 
every one of those tax drivers who 
sponded to the call to carry 
the 
gendarmes to the 
front. 
From 
all 
Sections—the' sewers, the alleys, the 
roustabout joints of Paris—they an­ 
swered. 
Every man to the 
wheel, 
every soldier into the tonneau. 
To 
arms for France! 
Four gendarmes were jammed in­ 
to each tonneau, another beside each 
driver, and away went the mongrel 
motor car army. 
Red 
cabs, black 
cabs, green cabs, ramshackle cabs, ex­ 
pensive cabs. 
Away toward the front 
where the Oureq River 
flowed into 
the Marne they sped. 
So well did General Gallieni, gover­ 
nor of Paris, co-operate with Maum- 
oury in launching the taxicab army, 
that in one trip twenty thousand men 
wer transported. 
The move has been 
likened to the blow struck by "Stone­ 


wall” Jackson on Hooker’s right 
at 
Chancellorsville. 
Sunday, September 6, the Germans 
gave battle to Maunoury’s hosts on 
the 
right 
flank, 
the British and 
F’rench in front. 
Shells were timed 
to fall at the rate of thirty 
every 
half 
minute; 
one 
a 
second. 
The 
French guns, however, proved super­ 
ior. 
German 
losses 
on 
the Oureq 
were 
estimated at one hundred thou­ 
sand, of whom twenty thousand were 
killed outright. 
Flach man in the 
allied 
offensive 
knew just what td do when the long­ 
ed for Joffre order came. 
A hasty 
meal of coffee and biscuits, then the 
bugles sounded to fall in. 
Lon? be­ 
fore sunrise the troops were on 
the 
march. 
The tip had gone out that all 
would see fighting before night. 
And 
all did—some for the last time. 
The 
marchers came upon a stretch of op­ 
en country. 
Not a German in sight, 
yet they were there. 
A shell whined 
overhead, and tore up the 
turf 
in 
front. 
Soon there was a hurricane of fly­ 
ing steel. Zip-zip-zip barked the -dead­ 
ly machine guns. 
The British artil­ 
lery got into action and the duel was 
on. 
The 
men 
crawled 
along 
the 
ground, flat on their stomachs, from 
hole to hole. 
Two hours of this, and the 
Ger­ 
mans retired into the woods on 
the 
banks of the Oureq. British guns had 
alm ost* silenced their batteries. 
Next 
day, September 7. a German retreat 
began. 
September 8 the forces came 
to 
full 
grips 
on the banks of the 
Oureq 
again; 
more 
fierce fighting, 
bloody losses. 
September 9, the decisive day, was 
wet, with high winds and heavy rain. 
In the dripping woods around Cha- 
teau-Thierry, the battle soon degener­ 
ated into a gigantic man hunt. Troops 
were taken captive in batches of tens 
and twenties. 
By night the Germans 
had fallen back, the battle had died. 
The allies encamped saveral 
miles 
north of the Marne. 
When darkness fell, the night was 
lit by the flam es of burning villages, 
holocausts 
of ruin 
and 
bloodshed. 
The Germans collected their dead in 
piles, saturated them with paraffin, 
and lit the match. 
Thus ended the second phase of the 
Battle of Marne. 
The first phase in 
Nancy, had produced the second by 
misleading the Germans into believ- . 
ing the main French forces were 
in 
the east, and in attempting an 
a t-! 
tack on the center, thereby exposing 
their right flank to Paris. 
Followed 
then the offensive order from Joffre, 
and the whole rubber band became a 
scene of locked combat. 
Now comes the third and decisive 
combat. 
All three engagements over­ 
lapped each other in point of time, 
yet each was interdependent on the 
other. 
In the center of the strained 
rubber band, in the La Gond marsh­ 
es centering about La Fere Champ- 
enoise, Foch delivered the final vic­ 
tory poke. 
The entire 
German line, 
after this thrust, fell back upon the 
Marne and dug in for the winter. The 
drive across France had been halted. 
Paris had been saved. 
What were the La Gond marshes? 
Centuries before, the Franks had re­ 
pelled invasion from the east on those 
lowlands. 
Here 
was the "Camp of 
Attila", an oval bank above the lone­ 
ly marshes. 
In the vicinity was the 
home of Danton, and the house where 
Joan of Arc was 
born. 
Frenchmen 
did not need battle inspiration around 
the La Gonda marshes. 
The 
decisive 
engagement 
was 
fought September 9. 
Gen. F ranchet 
d’F^sperey had driven 
Von 
Bulows 
flank back in his sector, then had lent 


his forces to Foch, working on the 
German west center. This re-enforce­ 
ment enabled F^och to hold his fam­ 
ous "Iron Corps”, the 42d division, in 
reserve for the climactic charge. The 
charge came on the marshes near La 
Fere Champenoise. 
In one onslaught 
the great corps flung 
back Bulow’s 
left wing, and the whole French line 
advanced. 
The German center, 
the 
Strained point in the 
rubber 
band, 
, burst. 
Far into the night Foch’s infantry 
pursued the fleeing Germans. 
A vio­ 
lent thunderstorm burst over the bat- 
tlefiedl late in the day, and the first 
Battle of the Marne was finished in a 
deluge. Thus had the rretreating and 
seemingly 
beaten 
French 
army, 
standing with its back to Paris, de­ 
livered a last blow which saved the 
nation. 
Repulsed, the Germans fell wearily 
back over the same roads on which 
they had advanced. 
Town after town 
whose capture a few days before had 
been hailed with 
joy 
in Berlin was 
evacuated. 
The Gettysburg of 
the 
World War had been fought. 
Many hours have been whiled away 
by military experts 
and 
observers 
since the battle, discussing the rea­ 
sons for the German defeat. 
It wa- 
a case, they say, of a smaller French 
force overpowering a superior Ger­ 
man force 
through 
dismemberment 
of its units. 
The Germans could not 
¡hold intact the great band they had 
¡stretched across France. 
The French 
¡punctured it and attacked on both 
flanks. There was nothing to do ex­ 
c e p t fall back and retrench, 
j 
In the final analysis, says one cri- 
|tic, the first Battle of the Marne was 
won 
because 
the 
French clan, the 
spirit of a buoyant race eager to take 
the offensive, overpowered the spirit 
of scientific 
warfare 
conducted by 
wearied though superior numbers of 
troops. 
The German cold heart and 
scientific mind had been beaten 
by 
(F’rench enthusiasm, by the civiliza­ 
tion of a type different from the mil­ 
itaristic German. 
The French brain, 
in a pinch, thought even quicker and 
more accurately 
than 
the Get man. 
Brains beat battalions. 
Certain it is that the victory of the 
¡Marine put Paris and France "on her 
| feet" again. The thousands who had 
¡left Paris returned. 
The theatres re­ 
-opened at night; the gayefty of bright 
salons was once more restored.— K. 
' Star.

Iahimii From Helling Cotton in Heed 
The selling of cotton in the seed 
results in several disadvantages 
to 
the producer, due to the fact that it 
4s subject to several uncertain factor*. 
It is impossible for the producer, buy­ 
er or ginner to determine accurate­ 
ly the grade or percentage 
of lint, 
seed and trash in seed cotton. 
The 
buyer, in order to stay 
in business 
must make a profit, and in order to 
do this he must necessarily play safe 
when buying coton in the seed, since 
K* cannot tell the grade or the per­ 
centage of trash, lint and seed before 
the cotton is ginned, 
he 
therefor* 
does not pay beyond a certain limit 
for any of the cotton and this limit is 
usualy fixed by the poorest load ol 
cotton brought in. 
As a result the 
man who brings 
in a fairly clean, 
w'hite load receives practically 
the 
same as the man who brings in an in­ 
ferior bale. 
Were the cotton ginned 
the man with the clean 
bale would 
have much better .sample and conse­ 
quently could sell his cotton for r *n- 
siderable more than the man with the 
inferior bale. 
Many farmers often 
think 
that 
they are getting the best of the buy­ 
er when they sell in 
the 
seed, but 
they are entirely mistaken for 
the 
buyer who is not lip on his job 
any 
l>ettfcer than that, will not be buying 
very long. 
Selling in the seed also 
hinders improvement in quality and 
as was the case last year, causes a 
shortage of planting seed by prevent­ 
ing the farmers from saving enough. 
The U. S. Department of Agriculture 
in Farm ers’ Bulletin No. 775 shows 
statistics taken over a series of years 
which prove 
beyond the 
slightest 
doubt that the practice of selling cot­ 
ton in the seed causes a loss which is 
borne by the farmers alone.
